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Van Buren Township announces 
Tractor Supply store coming

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara and Director of Planning and 
Economic Development announced that 
Tractor Supply has submitted an application 
to build at the corner of Sumpter and Hull 
roads. 

The announcement was made at the 
Dec. 6 joint meeting of the planning 
commissions from Van Buren Township, 
city of Belleville, and Sumpter Township 
that brought about 30 people together at 
Belleville High School to discuss local 
planning issues. 

Those attending also included elected 
officials and employees from Belleville and 
VBT. This is the first such joint meeting in 
six years. 

Supervisor McNamara said the 
application from Tractor Supply first goes 
to staff review and then to the planning 
commission. 

“This is the first company we ever 
went after,’ McNamara said of his 
administration. “Sharry wanted it,’ he 
said, referring to Township Treasurer 
Sharry Budd who is the board liaison to the 
planning commission. 

Tractor Supply is known to local residents 
who visit the stores in Monroe, Trenton, 
and the newest one on Michigan Avenue 
in Canton. Tractor Supply has placed two 
advertising circulars in the Independent 
over the past year. 

According to its website, one of 
Tractor Supply’s main competitors is Ace 
Hardware and Ace Hardware has been 
located for many years just down Sumpter 
Road in Sumpter Township. 

Other competitors are Home Depot, 
Harbour Freight, and Lowe’s. 

Founded in 1938, Tractor Supply is 
an American retail chain of stores that 
sells products for home improvement, 
agriculture, lawn and garden maintenance, 
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livestock, equine and pet care for 
recreational farmers and ranchers, pet 
owners, and landowners. 

The announcement that Tractor Supply is 
coming to Van Buren Township was made 
during discussion on going after businesses 
for each community. 

McNamara said that he keeps hearing 
about redevelopment. He said when Ron 
Akers left the township (he has since 
returned), Elizabeth Renaud, an intern, 
became a star. 

VBT Commissioner Medina Atchinson 
said Renaud became a super star, especially 
in community engagement. She said when 
surveys on what the community wanted 
came up short, Renaud went door to door 
knocking and people told her what they 
want.

VB School Board again 
gives Supt. Kudlak top 
job evaluation

On Monday, after a second closed-door 
session to evaluate the work of School Supt. 
Pete Kudlak, the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education voted unanimously 
in open session to rate Supt. Kudlak as 
“Highly Effective,” the top rating, for the 
calendar year January/December 2023. 
The “Highly Effective” rating is at the top 
of the chart on the multi-page Michigan 
Association of School Boards’ evaluation 
form. The board also gave him the top 
rating in its 2019, 2020, 2021, and 2022 
evaluations. 
The five-year contract the board approved 
at this time last year is still in place and the 
raise he got last year, to $165,000, is still

McNamara said Van Buren Township 
doesn’t have an economic development 
department, so “Ron [Akers] does it. I 
do it. Dan [Power] does it,” referring to 
talking to businesses. 

The tri-community meeting of planners 
was set up by Van Buren Township who 
invited the other two communities to come 
together to discuss local planning issues. 

Those at the meeting indicated they 
wanted to continue to have these joint 
meetings in the future, so the next meeting 
was set for 5 p.m., May 1, at the Belleville 
Area District Library. VBT Trustee Donald 
Boynton suggested the format allow 
everyone to sit in a circle, so they all could 
see each other, and to have a microphone 
and speakers, so they could all hear each 
other. 

The group voted unanimously to appoint 
VBT Planning Commission Chairman 
Jerry Cullin as chairman of the Dec. 6 
meeting. 

Over the two-hour meeting, the group 
discussed: 

e The vacant Kmart store in VBT. 
McNamara said a developer will build 
luxury apartments in that area, which is 
lakeside, if the growing greenery that 
blocks travel in the lake can be cleaned up; 

e The jigsaw puzzle on the east side of 
Sumpter Road, where Belleville and Van 
Buren Township parcels are located side 
by side; 

e How the city of Belleville is considered 
the downtown area for both townships. 
John Juriga, who said he has spent 25 years 
on the Belleville Planning Commission and 
five years on the VBT commission before 
that, noted that all three want downtown 
Belleville as their downtowns. It has a great 
school, library, and shopping. Chairman 
Cullin said, “We all live in Belleville and 
the city of Belleville lives on the lake”; 

e The three master plans, with Belleville 
and Sumpter looking at updates. Belleville 
Mayor Ken Voigt said in the last four years 
the administration in the city changed 
almost 100%. He said the master plan will 
be on the front burner of his administration. 
He, too, said the three communities are 
connected and the political jurisdictions 
are apart from that; 

¢ The rebuilt gas station at the corner of 
Bemis and Sumpter in Sumpter Township. 
Cullin complimented the building and he 
asked what is being built in Belleville. 
City project administrator Steve Jones said 
the city is pretty built out. Atchinson said 
business creates more business. She asked 
about a movie theater and parking structure 
downtown; 

e Parking in Belleville. Jones said 
Belleville has limited square footage in 
the city and shuttle service from the north

side of the bridge could be arranged, such 
as from Menards or Planet Fitness. He 
said in Florida one community encourages 
business employees to park in general 
parking lots and then they are transported 
by golf carts to their jobs, saving valuable 
parking spots for customers. Also the golf 
carts can take people for a tour around 
town and back to the parking area; 

e Property owned by the city on Main 
Street behind the car wash and Frosty Boy. 
Juriga said that area is landlocked and 
could be a parking lot. Voigt said it has 
alley access to Second Street. He said the 
restaurants already opened in the city are 
causing stress on parking; 

e The huge parking lot on Sumpter 
Road near Belle Villa. Atchinson said 
people could pay $5 to park there and be 
taken to Belleville and shown around. 
“Everyone wants to go on a golfcart ride,” 
she said; 

e A round-about at Five Points. 
McNamara said, when he was county 
commissioner, city officials told him they 
would have to take out the gas station 
owned by Ed Memering for a round-about 
because the county didn’t want to acquire 
property. “Actually, I don’t know if you’d 
want one there,” McNamara said; 

e A grocery store in Belleville. Atchinson 
said a grocery store might be a good way to 
fill vacancies on Main Street. Cullin said it 
was too bad the city lost the hardware store 
and the CVS next door. Jones said people 
have said they want a grocery store and a 
coffee shop. He said they have a coffee shop 
and the Butcher Shop that opened recently 
doubles as a grocery store. Voigt said Scott 
Jones, who developed the shopping center 
at the bridge, tried mightily to recruit a 
grocery store; 

¢ Shoppers on the south end. Sumpter 
Planning Commissioner John Honey said 


he goes to Trenton and Monroe to shop. 
Belleville Commissioner Becky Hasen 
said a lot in her neighborhood, in the 
condos at Belle Villa, go to the dollar store 
nearby or the gas station/market at Willis 
Road, rather than go through Belleville and 
drive over the bridge and freeway; 

e How to get a grocery store. VBT 
Commissioner Jeff Jahr said as planners 
they can’t make grocery stores appear, 
but they can make it clear to developers 
that grocery stores would be welcomed. 
He said the VBT commission tried to put 
incentives in its Sumpter Road Overlay 
Plan; 

e State grants for redevelopment. Akers 
said the Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation has a redevelopment process 
on its website with tons of resources 
available. He said VBT got a $15,000 
grant. Voigt said Belleville had that in its 
plans and was going to ask VBT for help. 
He said it had been discussed for about 
three years and it didn’t happen. “I’ve only 
been mayor for two days,” Voigt said; 

e VBT’s plan that changed Belleville 
developer’s project. Belleville Planning 
Commission Chairman Michael Hawkins 
said the “slip stream” on the east side of 
Sumpter Road that is in the VBT Sumpter 
Road Overlay District, caused one 
property owner to change his plans and cut 
his development in half. He referred to the 
apartments Davenport Brothers will build 
just north of the Senior Co-Op apartments 
on Belleville parcels that was first planned 
to wrap around the veterinarian clinic, 
where the parcels are in VBT. McNamara 
said he didn’t know about any problem and 
Power said it was more a conceptual idea 
and they could work with the city; 

¢ Rural feel south of the city. Cullin 
said people south of town wanted to retain 
a rural feel. Voigt said he liked the mixed 


uses in the Sumpter Road Overlay plan. 
“People don’t want it sanitary. They like it 
all jumbled together,” Voigt said, who has 
noted earlier that his college minor was in 
municipal planning; 

e Denton Road Bridge. McNamara 
invited the communities to participate in 
the survey on how they want the rebuilt 
bridge to look. Hasan asked if a link 
could be put on the Belleville website 
to make it easier for city residents to 
participate in the survey. Atchinson said 
she learned in planning commission 
training that development from the top 
down is cumbersome and when it’s done 
everyone hates it. She said development 
from the bottom up with everyone’s ideas, 
works well. McNamara said the county has 
agreed to make the bridge one inch higher 
than the Belleville Road bridge and to have 
two-way passage. He said the county said 
work can’t be done on the bridge until July, 
after the fish are done breeding. Plans were 
discussed for boardwalks from, possibly, 
the former DNR property north of the 
bridge to Doane’s Landing and then on to 
the far end of Horizon Park; 

e Country living. Sumpter Planning 
Commission Chairwoman Jane Stalmack 
said in Sumpter Township they want 
country living. Jahr said in southern VBT, 
they want country living, too; 

e Belleville Lake. Cullin said the lake 
has been a draw for all of the communities. 
Since the early days people would come 
from other communities to enjoy Susterka 
Lake and Belleville Lake. Jones said 
the city finished lakeside Horizon Park 
amenities 13 years ago and it started 
with a grant from Wayne County through 
Commissioner McNamara. He said now 
they have added day slips and a kayak 
launch and the park is very well used. Jones

Tri-community 
commissions 
compare plans 


There were about 30 people present at 
the Dec. 6 cooperative meeting of the 
three planning commissions for the tri- 
communities of Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, and the city of 
Belleville. 

About half of that number were members 
of the three planning commissions, with the 
rest being elected and appointed officials 
and a planning consultant. 

The members of the commissions talked 
about anything that they thought would be 
of the interest to the other communities. 

There were a few things that hadn’t been 
discussed in public before, like the plan 
for Tractor Supply to build a store on the 
corner of Sumpter and Hull roads. That’s 
a big deal for the rural area on the south 
side of Van Buren Township. It also will no 
doubt bump heads with one of its national 
competitors, Ace Hardware, just down the 
road in Sumpter. 

Belleville and Van Buren Township 
officials told of their hopes to build a 
boardwalk. It could start on the former 
DNR property on the water just north of the 
Belleville Bridge and then go to Doane’s 
Landing and along the lakeside to the far 
end of Horizon Park. 

And, other ideas that were new. 

Those from the three communities agreed 
it was a good idea to share their plans and 
ideas and will do it again on May 1, if all 
goes well. It’s always better to know.

We thank Barbara Miller for now being 
able to hear at the school board meetings. 
She scolded the board at its last meeting 
in November and at its first meeting in 
December (on Monday) board members had 
new microphones and the few members of 
the audience could hear them. 

I also was offered a small gadget that I 
could plug in my ear and for the first time 
ever I was able to hear comments from 
two board members who didn’t talk into 
their microphones at past meetings. When I 
described the gadget to my son Jim, he said 
they had those 40 years ago at the Shrine of 
the Little Flower in Royal Oak. 

Some people who used to go to the school 
board meetings told me they no longer go 
because they couldn’t hear what was going 
on. Barbara told the board members it was 
their duty to communicate with the public 
they serve. I don’t have trouble hearing at 
other meetings I attend, by the way. 

The party store at the corner of Haggerty 
and E. Huron River Drive in Van Buren 
Township is making great strides in its plan 
to become a gas station, a project that has 
been under way for about five years. 

The parking lot has a new, smooth surface 
and the canopy for the gas pumps is being put 
in place, a requirement before the pumps are 
added. The inside of the store was upgraded 
quite a while back. It’s looking good. 

But Andy at the store is very concerned 
about the wastewater situation. He said the 
store put in a $300,000 underground water 
detention system that cleans the water runoff 
before it heads into the county drain system, 
as required, and spent another $3,000 to get 
all the pipes cleaned out under the parking 
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lot. This was all hooked up to the county 
drain pipes, but when we had the recent 
rain, the water backed up and flooded the 
new parking lot. 

He said he called Wayne County and the 
county sent out a plumber, who worked for 
a long time, but couldn’t poke through to the 
county pipe and told Andy the cement pipe 
under Haggerty Road was broken. He also 
told Andy the water would flow around the 
broken pipe and wash away the soil and the 
road will collapse. He showed him the crack 
across the road where it will happen. 

Andy got a county case number and a county 
telephone number and has been regularly 
calling to ask for help before it collapses. He 
reports the person who answers is getting 
testy with him for all the calls, but he sees 
this as an emergency. His general contractor 
advises him to keep calling even if he gets 
yelled at. Andy said he hasn’t called the 
township because he knows they will tell 
him that it’s not the township’s road. 

It would be a shame if a nice, new gas 
station at that corner is cut off from business 
by a collapsed road, let alone cutting off 
motorists from their regular routes to and 
from the freeway. 

Last Thursday, Dec. 7, we received an 
envelope containing a bill that we had sent 
out to an advertising insert customer, who 
bills out of Texas. It was marked by the 
post office as “Nixie. Return to Sender. 
Not deliverable as addressed. Unable to 


forward.” 

The bill was sent out through the U.S. 
Postal Service on Aug. 24, 2023 and we 
got it returned on Dec. 7. We checked the 
address and found it is correct and we’ve 
been using it for a long time. The customer 
also had asked to be billed by email and 
the customer paid this bill a long time ago. 
Makes you wonder where this envelope has 
been for 15 weeks. 

Crain’ Detroit Business announced on 
Sunday that Our Next 
Energy, which is putting 
together a $1.6 billion 
manufacturing plant 
on Ecorse Road in 
Van Buren Township, 
announced it is 
replacing founder and 
CEO Mujeeb Ijaz as 
top executive due to a failed funding round 
and a cash crunch. The new CEO is Paul 
Humphries. 

ONE has about $200 million in state 
grants. Last month it announced it was 
laying off 128 people, about 25% of its staff, 
in response to market conditions and to 
focus on “core priorities.” 

The 3-year-old startup is developing 
batteries that use lithium-iron phosphate 
chemistry technology, which is less 
expensive and more stable than the nickel- 
based lithium-ion batteries popular in the 
West, Crain 5 said.

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Thirty-four elementary and middle school 
teams descended on McBride Middle 
School on Saturday, Dec. 2, to compete in 
the Belleville FIRST LEGO League (FLL) 
Challenge Qualifier Event. 

The Belleville FLL event, hosted by 
the Tiger Robotics Booster Organization 
(TRBO) and Van Buren Public Schools, 
was held in the district for the first time. 

The district has been host to four FIRST 
Robotics Competition District Events at 
Belleville High School for high school 
robotics teams since 2018. 

FIRST, or For Inspiration and Recognition 
of Science and Technology, is a US-based 
organization which creates and administers 
robotics competitions for students from 
elementary to high school ages all around 
the world. 

FIRST LEGO League introduces science, 
technology, engineering, and math (STEM) 
to children in the lower primary grades. 
FIRST LEGO League participants gain 
real-world problem-solving experiences 
through a guided, global robotics program, 
engaging in hands-on STEM experiences 
which build confidence, grow their 
knowledge, and develop habits of learning. 

Friendly competition is at the heart 
of the Challenge division, as teams of 
students engage in research, problem- 
solving, software coding, and engineering 
— building and programming a LEGO 
robot that navigates the missions of a robot 
game. As part of Challenge, teams also 
participate in a research project to identify 
and solve a relevant real-world problem. 

The 2023 Challenge game, entitled 
“Masterpiece,” is an arts-themed activity 
which involves completing up to 15 
separate missions with the robot during 
the two-and-a-half-minute match. Robots 
begin in one of two launch areas where 
teams can physically interact with the 
robot, preparing it for each mission as 
required. 

Once the robot leaves the launch area, it’s 
on its own to complete the mission without 
contact from the team, relying only on the 
robot design and the programming skills of

the team. 

Each team plays in four matches to 
compile their best score which includes 
robot performance as well as how the 
team interacts with each other during the 
competition, something which FIRST calls 
“Gracious Professionalism.” 

Teams also engage with a panel of judges 
who assess their knowledge of design, 
innovation, and FIRST core values, all of 
which factor into the final scores for the 
teams. 

At the end of the day-long competition, 
two teams from Salem Elementary School 
in Salem Township, “Salem Coyotes | and 
2,” finished first and third, respectively, and 
“The Bobs” from Monroe Road Elementary 
School in Lambertville claimed the second

spot. 

These teams, as well as the fourth- 
through-eighth-place finishers, were all 
invited to compete in the state tournament 
at Saline on Dec. 16. 

Five teams from Van Buren Public 
Schools competed in the event with the 
team from Owen Intermediate School 


as the top district finisher followed by 
teams from Savage, Edgemont, Tyler, and 
Rawsonville elementary schools. 

TRBO hopes this will become an annual 
event to help promote STEM interest and 
education within the district at all levels.

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Man dies, 2 escape from 
Van Buren Township 
mobile home blaze 


Christopher Clement, 51, of 50 Ponderosa 
Trail in Van Buren Township, died during 
a fire in his mobile home on Sunday 
morning. 

His daughter and a caregiver who lived 
with him received minor injuries and were 
taken to a hospital but have been released. 

Van Buren Township Fire Chief Dave 
MclInally said the male caregiver tried to 
get him out of the home, but he collapsed 
and the caregiver couldn’t get him up. 
Chief MclInally said it appeared that he 
tried to go farther by himself. 

Chief McInally said Clement had been 
released from a medical facility the day 
before and was not completely ambulatory. 

The fire fighting was impeded somewhat 
by exploding ammunition that had been 
stored in a back bedroom, Chief MclInally 
said. The explosions finally stopped, 
possibly because there was no more left to 
explode, he said. 

Fire Marshal/Deputy Fire Chief Andy 
Lenaghan is investigating the cause of 
the blaze, along with the Michigan State 
Police. Chief McInally said the medical 
examiner is performing an autopsy. 

He said there were no working fire alarms 
in the home. 

The Van Buren Township Fire Department 
was assisted by fire departments from 
Romulus, Canton, and Belleville. 

Tyler Ladouceur who lives nearby said 
he heard the ammunition exploding and it 
sounded like a shootout. He said he looked 
out the window and saw the flames and 
knew it was a fire. He said he had been 
friends with Clement’s two late sons and 
knew the family well.

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VBT DDA Oks paying Wade Trim for 
Belleville Rd. Safety Plan services

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority voted unanimously 
to approve the $56,000 professional services 
agreement with Wade Trim engineers for 
completion of the Belleville Road Corridor 
Safety & Complete Streets Plan. 

Action was taken at the 45-minute DDA 
meeting on Nov. 28. 

Van Buren Township received a $40,000 
Planning Assistance Grant from SEMCOG 
which will fund this project in part, said 
DDA Executive Director Merrie Coburn. 

The agreement states Wade Trim 
will provide “traffic engineering and 
transportation planning services for 
studying Belleville Road related to traffic 
operations and safety, truck routes, and 
non-motorized access.” 

Director Coburn said the scope of the work 
is that VBT will conduct a corridor safety 
study and supplemental complete streets 
planning activities along Belleville Road, 
the primary north-south route through the 
township. 

In other business at the Nov. 28 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e After discussion informally agreed to 
keep taking orders for business banners 
until the end of the year. Coburn said so 
far she has 14 VBT businesses and four 
Belleville businesses interested, but those 
not in the district are in a holding pattern. 
She said there are 72 light poles and 70 
businesses in the district alone. Cost is 
$150 per banner; 

e Heard Coburn announce there have been 
12 VBT DDA Small Business Resource 
Sessions over the last three months and 11 
business owners attended the Nov. 16 small 
business panel discussion. DDA member 
Willis said the sessions have been great for 


her; 

e Discussed the attempts to get easements 
along Belleville Road, with Coburn saying 
four out of 13 are showing hesitancy and 
haven’t said yes or no. Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said they gave 30 days to reply 
and that has passed, but the township is still 
working with them. He said Wade Trim 
engineers is staking out the area needed, so 
people can see it for themselves. Secretary 
Chris Brown asked if the easement will 
make the property less or more valuable. 
He said for commercial probably moreso, 
but not for residential. Coburn said a lot of 
the parcels have U-drives and that would 
go away. If the owners do not accept the 
township’s offer for the easement, the 
township will go to court for condemnation, 
Supervisor McNamara said. “You’re 
encroaching on their land,’ DDA member 
Victor Delibera said. McNamara said this 
board decided on widening Belleville Road 
to three lanes from Tyler to Ecorse but in 
the future there may be a need for four or 
five lanes. Brown said the sewer and water 
lines need to be replaced. When Delibera 
asked if there is a theme they are trying to 
focus on, DDA chairman Craig Atchinson 
said the theme is “walkability,” to have a lot 
of people walking around. Coburn said she 
would keep the DDA posted on the issue; 

e Heard Coburn ask if the DDA could 
get polos or vests with the logo on them 
to identify members at events. Atchinson 
said awhile back they had them, but they 
are getting old now. Coburn said she got a 
price of $600, for $50 each and will bring a 
proposal to the DDA; 

e Heard DDA member Joyce Rochowiak 
ask if they could have social get-together 
in December, since no regular meeting 
is scheduled. She said they could go to a
